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Guural method of treating Cancers. 


AS all eminent phyſical writers and 
penkiiBones ingenuouſly affirm, that no 
fpecific whatever (from the days of Hipps- 
crates, four hundred thirty-two years before

covered for the radical cure of confirmed can- 
cers, the palliative method, therefore, is the 
only one now by them recommended; and 
is confined to the four following intentions : | 
4 to diminiſh and retard the progreſs c of 
the diſorder, by internal remedies : 2dly, to 
3 the ſame effects by proper external 
temedies: zdly, to quiet, or, at leaſt, to 
mitigate the violence of the pains: qthly, to 
remove the hæmorrhages that come on "a 
frequently. Theſe indications they endeavour | 
to fulfil by an exact regimen; bleeding at pro- 
per intervals; purging the patient from time 
to time with gentle catharties; diluting and 
cooling broths ; diuretic ptiſans; ans 
beated whey, and mineral waters; aſſes,

remedy againſt the hæmorrhages, than the 
application of ſtyptics. The only means of

greateſt partof themoderns. And Dr. Storck 
- Himſelf" fays, that by rubbing on the end 
of his tongue a drop or two of the mill, 
which oozes out of the freſh root, when 
cut into ſlices, it preſently after became 
ſtiff; ſwelled and was very painful; and 
ſoon after he loſt the power of ſpeaking, 
which greatly alarmed him; but by waſh- 
ing his tongue with the juice of lemon, 
and by rubbing the end with it, the virus 
lency was abated ; he immediately felt eaſe; ' 
and in about two hours, his tongue re- 
gained its liberty, and all his apprehenſions 
vaniſhed. Had a few drops of this mill 
been ſwallowed, it would have given a fur- 
ther proof of its deleterious property, and 
confirmed the opinion of the ancients with 
regard to its poiſonous quality. However, 
Dr. Storck, deſirous to employ this plant 
againſt cancers, dared to try its effects on 
himſelf, in imitation of Dr. Lambergen's 
experiment on the bella dmma, before he 
adminiſtered it to others. A farther hint 
of giving the hemlock i 6 he takes

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from Pliny, who relates that the green 
ſtalks of hemlock were eaten by many 
without injury: and as part of its viru- 
lency is taken off by evaporation and con- 
coction in the boiling, ſuch an alteration 
7 might, perhaps, have encouraged the doctor, 
in imitation of others, to make. trial of it 
inn 

This bai plant was firſt N 
internally by Hippocrates; and according 
to Galen, the decoction, the ſeed, and even 
the leaves, entered into ſeveral compoſitions. 
He mentions, amongſt others, one in parti- 
cular ; which he aſcribes to Apollodorus, 
and of: which he fays, that Heraclidus made 
uſe to gin ci pains; 31 cr 
Ray tells us, that one Bowles: gave the 
root of hemlock, to the quantity of a ſcru- 
ple in malignant and quartan fevers, and 
preferred it to all diaphoretics ; and that 

Reneaume, a French phyſician, adminiſtered | 
a ſcruple or half a dram of hemlock in 
ſubſtance, for reſolving the ſchirrhus of the

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tie a dram or two of the root of it, 


! dried 1 in the ſhade; and reduced to powder. 
The deſcription. of this plant Storck gives 
from Moriſon, vol. iii. p. 290; and the pre- 


paration of it is thus: Take of tlie juice 


of the hemlock freſh gathered; and let it 


be inſpiſſated while freſh with a gentle heat 


in an earthen veſſel (often ſtirring it, leſt it 


burn) to the conſiſtence of a thick extract. 
Let this extract be formed, with as much 


of the powder of the leaves as may be ne- 
ceſſary, into a maſs for pills; from which 
let them be made of two grains each. 


He always began with a very ſmall doſe, 


giving only at firſt one pill morning and 
evening. On the third or fourth day, he 


repeated the ſame pill three times. After

ver obſerved they did any harm; and I 
muſt own, from my own experience, I ſel- 
dom found them to produce any benefit, un- 
leſs aſſiſted by other remedies. 

The favourable accounts given by Dr. 
Storck of this plant in his Diſſertation, have 
encouraged many perſons both here and in 


France, to employ it on the ſame occaſions, ' 


and have ſtrictly followed the methods ſtated 
by him, and have not found any good effect 
thereby. And, indeed, Dr. Aftruc, an emi- 


nent practitioner and profeſſor of phyſic at 


Paris, ſays, that the extract of hemlock has 
been given there for a conſiderable time, in 
in all the caſes where Dr. Storck had him- 
ſelf given it. There has not, indeed, been 


any other bad effect found from it, other- 
wiſe than to cauſe a giddineſs {6 as to affect 


the ſight; but the ſucceſs has not anſwered 
hitherto the expectations conceived of it; 
and Dr. Storck has the candour to own, 


that he himſelf failed · of doing ſervice to 


ſome, even by a long continued courſe; and 


that the terreſtrial hemlock often failed where 


the aconite ſucceeded. The 
| 
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The next is the aconitum recommended 
by the doctor, and which Wepfer has de- 
ſeribed by the name of cicuta aquatica, or 
water hemlock, and of the diſmal effects 
of ſome children, who, by miſtake, did eat of 
it. The alterations which Wepfer obſerved 
the roots of aconitum to make in the bo- 
dy, were a violent pain and heat in the 
ſtomach, terrible convulſions, with the loſs 
of all the ſenſes, diſtortion of the eyes, 
and flowing of blood out of the ears; the 
mouth ſo faſt ſhut, that no art could open 
Mg" efforts to vomit, but nothing throun 
up; frequent hic-coughs, with a great di- 
ſtenſion and ſwelling, eſpecially at the pit 
of the ſtomach; and when death had con- 


cluded the tragedy, a continued mee . 


of green froth at the mouth. oof ier 
This plant, however, has WR ale pre | 
pared and given by Storck in the ſame man- 
ner and quantity as the terreſtrial hemlock, 
and he ſays it has cured in many caſes where 
the other has failed, which may be ſeen in ſe- 
veral caſes, in his Tr eatiſe on that plant. 


Upon the 1 Dr. Storck defires ks 
raw? not be underſtood in a general ſenſe ; 
nor does he mean to extend the virtues of 
hemlock ſo far as to give them the latitude 
of a ſpecific. For he is not of ſuch an opi- 
nion as to believe that theſe rules are ge- 
neral; and that hemlock ought always to 
cure. He ſays, and openly owns, that he 
has likewiſe had patients of all kinds to 
whom likewiſe hemlock was of no ſervice; 
although it was indicated from the * 
tude of the diſeaſe.  _ 

If any ſhould be deſirous to try the ef- 
fects of theſe plants in expectation of a 
cure, it is beſt to begin with a ſmall 
quantity; for there are particular conſti=, 
tutions, in which medicines, otherwiſe ex- 
tremely innocent, are hurtful. Therefore, 

to avoid doing miſchief in ſuch caſe; and 

in order, gradually, to attain a knowledge of 
the patient's habit, the beſt way is to pro- 

_ ceed cautiouſly, and with moderate doſes. 

The next remedy propoſed for in 
are antimonial pills. : This mineral, from 
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the knowledge of its real conſtituents by 
analyſis, when given in a ſolid indiſſolv- 
able form, can be of no effect in cancers, 


no more than in ſchirruſſes, as already ob- 


ſerved; but rather, by its weight and /þz- 
cula, becomes hurtful to the ſtomach, and 
cannot be diſſolved by any of the animal 


fluids: whence it can ſcarce poſſibly enter 


the lacteals, to mix with the blood and 
Juices; as the metallic particles lie dormant 
in its ſulphur : hence antimony, in a ſolid 
form, is rejected in cancerous caſes. 

The following corollaries may be in- 
ferred; that whatever has been propoſed for 
[the curing of cancers, are merely palliative 


medicines; and that no real ſpecific has been 


-hitherto difcovered for that fatal diſorder, 
although the phyſicians. of all nations, from 
the time of Hippocrates to the preſent, 
have, by numberleſs reſearches and experi- 
ments, made trial of every thing in nature, 
from the moſt innocent drug, to the moſt 


virulent poiſon, both in the mineral and 


e eee ;: yet the diſeaſe ſtill 
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baffles the power of phyſic3- therefore the 
laſt remedy: propoſed,” as: e wat OT 
is amputation.

But, alas! -how- uncertain is * an 
and ſevere operation; and how few there 
be who receive benefit from it, as has 
been already mentioned; that among two 
hundred who had their breaſts eut off, not 
above three received benefit ; for after the 
operation, the diſeaſe generally returns, and 
rages with more violence. Nor is it always, 
and on every part, to be performed; nor 
can it be attempted, if the breaſt be adhe- 
— or the glands in the arm- pit tumeſied 
and ſchirrous; nor if the part be near any 
large veſſel; nor if the cancerous malignit: 
gas infected the blood. Thus it is plain 
that no medicine nor art hitherto tried has 
been of effieacy enough to cure cancers, not 
even extirpation itſelf. And it is in vain to 
expect ſucceſs from amputation, whilſt the 
morbid matter remains ſtill fixed in the 
Juices ; and until that is thoroughly eratli- 


Om ate the proper ſpecifics, the diſeaſe 
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will break out again either in the ſame place, 
or throw itſelf upon ſome other part ; 
the cancerous lurking humour, being, 
as it were, conveyed thither by a kind 
of metaſtaſis or tranſlation bow: * ee 
matter. 
Thus pa aki a nn of the 1 
going practice, and of the ſeveral opinions, 
and remedies propoſed, I ſhall therefore 
now proceed to give a more exact account 
of the nature, cauſes, and different ſpecies 
both of ſchirrous and cancerous complaints, 
in order to eſtabliſh a more univerſal, ſolid, 
ſafe, and effectual method of cure. I ſhall alſo 
lay down a few theorems, from which may be 
deduced ſome practical inferences, ſhewing | 
the error of giving the latitude of a ſpecific to 
mercury, antimony, and hemlock, for thoſe 
diſorders in general; and that, by too haſtily 
drawing concluſions too general, from a 
few particular caſes, Vet the peculiar vir-

Ĩhere are in theſe diſeaſes two principal 
things which merit our particular attention ; 
namely, the antecedent cauſes of the diſor- 
der, and the cancerous matter when formed;

Firſt, ſuch as proceed from a venereal in- 
fection; ſecondly, thoſe which are prod: uced 
by a ſcorbutic, or ſcrophulous humour ;

and free from any prior diſeaſe, Hence it 
follows, that cancers are either venereal, 


ſeorbutic, complicated, or ſimple, 


Jo fulfil theſe four intentions, and to 
rightly adapt the eure, a phyſician ought 
to uſe his utmoſt diligence and ſagacity. If 
the cancer be judged venereal, I order mer- 
curials, at proper intervals, as the only ſpe- 
cific to remove that malignity.; ; if it be ſcor- 
butic or ſcrophulous, the mineral eſſence or 
ſolution of antimony ſhould be then given 


 asa ſpecific ; if it be complicated, the above 


two medicines . are to be alternately admi- | 
niſtered ;  fourthly, if it be ſimple, or from 
an external accident, goats milk medicated 


with hemlock, ſhould be taken, as the 90 


ſpecific for this ſpecies of cancers. 3 
The reaſon which induced me to try an 
experiment of hemlock on goats, was from 

what 1 had met with in the courſe of 
m pling, that noxious plants do vary 
w_ 
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tei effscts in different creatures, fo as to 
prove harmleſs, nay, beneficial and nutri- 
tlye to ſome, as hemlock is to goats ; the 
ſtrength of the ſtomach in theſe animals 
being ſufficient to conquer and divide the 
corroſive quality of this plant, and their 
| ſtomach perhaps requirin g to be recruited 
by ſuch warm and active particles. In the 
ſeaſon when hemlock is not in its verdure 
for goats to feed upon, I give the extract 
diſſolvedi in cow's milk to thoſe animals, which 
will equally medicate their milk. By that 
means the virtue of hemlock becomes inno- 
cebnt and efficacious, and far ſuperior to any 
other of 1 its preparations ; ; nor does it cauſe 
thoſe bad ſymptoms, as giddineſs and dim- 
neſs of ſight, which it is wont to do when 
given to the patient in ſubſtante. | 
The external remedies which 1 conſtantly 
employ | in every ſpecies of ſchirruſſes and 
cancers, and which are conjointly uſed with 
f the internal remedies ſpecifically propoſed 
in the foregoing article, for the antecedent
